THE DUMA ELECTIONS. - 


In little more than five weeks the new Duma 

o7 | will be sitting in St, Petersburg, and in some 

of the villages the electisns have already 

begun, The Continental Press, which is not 

favourable to the Russian Bureaucracy, is 

filled with stories of the way in which, the 

Government is tampering, and is p to 

tamper, with the elections, It is accused of 

favouring by every means in its power the 
candidates of the Right, namely, the League 
of the Russian People, the Union of Law and 
Order, and the Octobrists, and of paralysing 

and disorganising the parties of the Opposition. 

The lists of voters are filled up irregularly, 

newspupers are suppressed, meetings of elec- 
tors are forbidden, and suspects aré marched 
oft to Siberia by the hundred. The Government 
has completely regained the upper hand in the 
provinces, and is: taking care that a “good” 
Duma, as the phrase goes, shall be returned, 

Had the St. Petersburg officials not been too 
proud to learn from Servia and Bulgaria, they 
might have secured a proper majority in the 
first Duma, but there is now every sign that 
the methods of those States haye been studied 
and carefully laid to heart. It is rather sur: 
prising that Russia should ever have allowed 
the little Slav States at its door to possess 
elected houses, for the example must neces: 
sarily have been bad from the Bureaucratic 
point of view, but having allowed the creation 
of the Skuptschina, it would have been well 

also to have studied the Government methods 
of electing them. That has now apparently 
been done, and we may expect the new Duma 
to reflect the amount of skill which the Rus- 
sian officials have acquired in the manner in 
which elections in the minor Slay States are. 
managed and controlled.

complete accord with its national commerce, 
and any first-class firm can count on being 
hacked to the utmost by the German Embassy. 
Secondly, that English finance and industry, 
finding themselyés without support from the 
Government,have gradually become dispirited, 
andhave abandoned the field to their Teutonic 
rivals, The correspondent urges that our Am- 
bassador should strongly support our con- 
tractors and financiets| in their endeavour to 
recover a share of the trade of Turkey, but he 
seems to overlook the fact that our diplomatists 
would urge in vain. The people really re- 
sponsible for the boycott of’ all things Eng- 
lish in Turkey are the fanatics who have 
never ceased to insult the Sultan and the 
Turks: the people who talk of “Abdul the 
Damned” and so on, The Turks are a slow 
race to rouse, but even they cannot be sup- 
to overlook the-torrent of insults and 
invective poured out on them by the Mxeter 
Hall crew. :

THE RUSSIAN AFFAIR. 


PRISONERS SMUGGLED ON BOARD. 


Yesterday evening the armed gnard, which 
the authorities ot the Alexandria Gouvernorat 
had stationed at the Rassian Consulate, was 
withdrawn, as the Commandant of Police 
and the Rossian Consal consider that there is 
no further danger of any outrege being 
attempted. There are still a number of 
detectives in the immediate neighbourhord of 
the consulate keeping watch lest some onex- 
pected assault should be made, and any saspi- 
cions-looking individoal approaching the con- 
sulate is carefol'y scrutinised. 

Some s'range tales have been brnited about 
in the local Press as to the position and care eta 
of the three Ruasians.
